3o. «The agent assets will carry necessary oinamunioatlons 
equipment with thoa; these items are to be eventually stockpiled in the USA 
if and idten requirements are levied <m Officer of Oo^uni cations. (Cost as 
estimated by OC is about $100*000«00» ) 

3d. The individuals will require supplies and provisioas which are 
ocm^^nsurate and (if required) unique to die areas of ^^ratlons and the target 
mission to be acccsaplished. Such equipment will include* but will not neces> 
earily be limited to, suitable small .^ras and ammunitl(m, survival equipment 
for prolonged •’black" living* Ktplosives and deraolitlcaas* clothing* money* and 
documantatlcn indigenous to the area, etc. These items are currently stockpiled 
(to a limited^ degree) in the United States and will be carried by the agent 
assets. 


3e. eSignal plans have not been readied, however, the Office of 
Communications has indicated its ability to have them ready wlttiin a 30 day 
period following notification of requirement. 

3g, All agent assets have received the fundamental I 6 week training 
course end the greater majority have attended one or more advanced training 
courses. The agent assets have been trained in and possess varying degrees of 
aptitude and skill in Ccwnimnications, De^liticsas and Sabotage* PI Opereticms, 
Tradtecraft, Pieldcraft, end Survival,
